“ In  the  Masque  of  St.  Louis,  the  character  of  Cahdkia  symbolizes 
the  spirit  of  the  civilization  achieved  by  the  ancient  race  of  the 
Mound-Builders. 

“He  appears  as  a colossal  masked  form,  garbed  like  an  Aztec 
Indian  priest,  seated  alone  before  the  temple  shrine. 

“Below  him,  mysterious,  half-seen,  at  the  foot  of  the  mound  — 
crouched  on  its  farther  sides,  and  lurking  in  the  dark  back-ground  — 
brute-headed  forms  of  the  wild  Nature  Forces  move  and  mingle  with 
glimmering  limbs  of  savages. 

“Cahdkia  sits  with  lifted  face.  Illumined  intermittently  by  storm- 
flashes,  he  raises  his  arms  and  answers  the  cry  of  the  Elements  . . . . ” 


La  Procession Cesar  Franck 

Following  ancient  usage,  the  ritual  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
enjoins  a solemn  procession  on  the  Feast  of  Corpus  Christi,  in  which 
the  Blessed  Sacrament  is  reverently  carried  by  the  celebrant,  accom- 
panied by  the  clergy  and  the  people.  In  certain  European  countries 
the  procession  moves  through  the  city,  or  over  the  lanes  of  rural  vil- 
lages, halting  here  and  there  for  short  services  of  special  devotion. 

The  composer  of  La  Procession  has  made  use  of  the  ancient 
melody  of  Lauda  Sion  Salvalorem , the  sequence  or  hymn  of  Corpus 
Christi.

The  scenario  which  interlines  the  orchestral  score  of  the  composi- 
tion shows  the  latter  to  be  destined  to  accompany  a short  pantomime 
between  two  lovers  ; the  one  a young  nobleman  who  arrives  on  horse- 
back at  a Russian  manor  house,  the  other  the  daughter  of  the  house. 
The  pantomime  is  succeeded  by  a dance,  or  succession  of  dance 
movements,  characteristically  Russian  in  rhythm  and  color.
